For’ considerable distances the expedition 
was’ followed by - the natives, who hid them.

fortify the camps and make zarebas every night, 
During the journey several of the expedition 
were murdered, others died of sunstroke and 
|) want of water, and large numbers of animals 
were speared, The mules also suffered heavily | 
from the climatic difficulties, and there was

conceal the beauties of Abyssinia when taking 
their walks abroad, 

Beyond Djmma and Kaffa’ lie fertile and 
well-watered but mountainous countries, whose 
inhabitants are all alike called. Shankallas by 
the Abyssinians.. Some of the tribes were 
splendid men, rich copper tn color, well built 
und muscular, with curious patterns burnt on 
chest and thigh, and innacent of all clothing 
save the.r armiets and head ornaments of iron, 
brass, or ivory, a few beads, perhaps a girdle of 
yrass-rope or raw hide, a spear, and, on gala 
occasions, a leopard- -skin and two or three 
ustrich feathers marked the big chiefs. 

While the oxpedition was fitting out at Maji, 
the Abyssinian post in the southwest, the local 
Shankalla King died. He was sewn upina 
gieen-hide bag in a sitting position and‘placed 
on the fluor ofhis hut, and from miles round 
his subjects cameto the lying-in-state. 

A HANCE OF DEATH. 2 

In the heart of the forest the expedition came 
suddenly upon a smail clearing of hard-beaten 
clay; all round were thick. rows of huge “ gogo” 
palms, and on. one side four: spacious ‘well- 
thatched huts anda curious mound, probably 
sacrificial. [By the side of the huts thousands 
of cow-bells, sweet in lone as those ina Swiss 
upland valley, were bung on rude trestles and 
swung backwards and. forwards by bands of 
women under the direction of an old witch.

Hongkong is too closely in touch -with, the 
Fleet to ignore its importance to the Colony, 
Even from a ulilitarian point of view. the 
Navy affects'the port, and there is not a) 
shopkeeper who does not view the departure 
of the Fleet ta its summer quarters without 
regret. Accordingly wher.a branch of the 
‘Navy League was mooted in’ Hongkong 
there were not wanting those who gave the 
suggestion . the most hearty support. The 
local branch was formed and has continued 
to flourish, although there is’ stil! room for 
extension. Irom theannualreport which will, 
he presented al the meeting to be held in 
the City Hall to-morrow afternoon it is clear 
that in fostering-the objects of the League 
in the Colony the branch has not been back- 
ward, but much more might be done than 
has yet been attempted to inculcate that 
love ‘and respect for the Navy in the minds of 
the young which is one of the objects of the 
Teague. .
